WILSON'’S STATEMENT. 
The statement of the President in 
accepting the resignation was as fol- 


“It is with the greatest reluctance 
and regret that I see the administra- 
tion deprived of the further services 
of John Bassett Moore. His counsel 
has been very valuable to us, but I 
cannot aay that the resignation was 
unexpected, because when I with dif- 
ficulty induced Mr. Moore a year ago 
to accept the post, he told me that 
he felt certain that his other engage- 
ments and systematic work which he 
had pledged himiself to do would not 
permit his giving more than a year 
at the outside to this office. His res- 
ignation has been in my hands for 
@ month, to take effect on the fourth 
of March. I have entertained the 
hope until today that he might find 
the other things pressing upon his 
attention less imperative than he had 
expected, but in view of what he now 
tells me, I have no right to urge him 
further to stay. I can only say that 
the administration loses a man with 
whom I was proud to be associated 
and who deserves the thanks of the 
country for the work he has done in 
the department.” 

BRYAN’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Bryan's statement follows: 

“I am sorry to learn that the Pres- 
ident has net been able to persuade 
Dr. Moore to remain. He has been 
a very useful member of the adminis- 
tration. His abilities to an eminent 
degree qualify him for the work of 
counsellor of the State Department, 
and his persona! qualities make him 
an agreeable person with whom to 
co-labor. I had known of the claims 
his .professional work upon him, 
but had hoped that he could postpone 
a return to them.” 

OTHER JOBS OPEN. 

The resignation of Mr. Moore 
leaves two important places in the 
Department of State to be filled. The 
other is that of solicitor, from which 
Joseph W. Folk resigned a few days 


ago. 

For the position of counsellor

JUAREZ, March 4.—Notice was re-

in Juarez this afternoon that five field 
pieces, with a full supply of ammuni- 
tion, wanted for use at Torreon, would 
arrive at this point within a few 
hours, and arrangements have been 
made to send the consignment south 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Despite the outspoken statements of 
Gen. Villa regarding his loyalty to the 
“first chief,” evidence is in existence 
to prove that Villa has been financed 
by the Madero family.and that his 
proposed campaign in Federal ter- 
ritory was arranged without consult- 
ing Gen. Carranza or any member of 
the alleged Conatitutionalist Cabinet. 

As murder will out, those who are 
opposed to the methods adopted by 
Villa assert that within a short time 
developments will reveal the true 
situation. Villa will be called upon 
to explain the disappearance of near- 
ly a half-dozen A ans who 
dropped out of sight after having once 
crossed into territory controlled by 
the Chihuahua commander. 

The facts as already published in 
connection with the deaths of Benton 
and Bauch can never be answered, 
according to high military officials 
who are inclined to favor Carranza, 
but who are under the direct orders 
of Villa. 

That Villa was advised to leave 
Juarez after the killing of Benton was 
tacitly admitted today by Councillor 
Garza. Many of the army officers 
left behind assert that Carranza wil! 
never come to Juarez, despite the fact 
that the Ochoa mansion hes been 
made ready for his occupancy. 

Telegrams received from Villa's con- 
fidential advise in Sonora assert 
that the attempt to recruit an army 
on the west coast has proven 4 fail- 
ure and that Carranza will not come 
unless he is accompanied by sufficient 
troops to prevent a coup d'etat. 

As stated yesterday, the secret serv- 
ice agents of the British government 
have made their report, and as far as 
known have left town. All attempts 
to discover the contents of this com- 
munication met with failure, as both 
Consul Perceval and the members of 
the investiga commission refused 
to talk for publication tenight.

Weapon Carried by Brigade’s Com- 
mander During Civil War Given to 
Notre Dame University.

Meagher, commander of the Irish

EMON CURE 
FOR OBESITY. 


TIMES. March 4.—The Congressional 
Lemon Club is not quite what its name 
implies, but a peaceful Organization for 
the excessive consumption of lemons 
to reduce obesity. It is made up of 
women from the Congressional Club, 
many of them living at Congress 
and is begot of too high living. 

One woman who thought she had 
put on too much fat, though her 


28 |friends protest it is not true, has re- 


duced her weight from 188 to 167 
pounds in the space of two weeks. So 
proud are the Congressional women 
of their club and its work that one of 
them gratuitously gave the formula. 
“It is pretty hard to keep a straight 
face while talking about it, much less 
taking it,” are the prefacing remarks. 
The advice is to begin with the juice 
of one lemon, taken “straight” before 
breakfast; the second day two lem- 
ons, the juice taken at different times; 
the third day three lemons at inter- 
vals, and so on until twelve lemons are 


consumed in each twenty-four hours, 


or a lemon an our during the day. 
Then the consumer must start back- 


wards and leave off a lemon eath day 


until she reaches one, which must re- 
main her permanent dose. No cheat- 
ing with sugar or water is allowed and 
grape juice with the “medicine” is ab- 
solutely prohibited. ‘ 

The lemon is quoted at 36 cents a 


dozen at fashionable shops to 18 cents 


at the unfashionable stands.

RABBI MAKES STRONG PLEA 
FOR CHILDREN OF SLUMS. 


Sunday-School Workers of Different Denominations ~ 
from All Over the Country Gather at New Haven 
and Discuss Methods of Increasing Interest of Boys 
and Girls in Religious Instruction.

N EW HAVEN, March 4.—Sunday- 


school work was generally ch 


cussed at the principal session of 
the religious education convention, 
which opened here today, drawing 
prominent educators in religious ac- 
tivity from all parts of the country. 

Rabbi Berkowitz, New York City. 
spoke on “Expressional Activities,” 
showing the psychological bearing of 
stimulation upon action and the need 
of providing proper stimuli to influ- 
ence the condition and future of the 
child. 

“If you could put children of the 
slums within conditions in which aré 
placed children of well-bred Ameri- 
can,” said the ratbk “you would find 
that the latter would not be in it with 
the children of the immigrant.” 

Rabbi Berkowitz advocated music 
aa a stimulus for creating love for the 
beautiful in connection with Sunday- 
school teaching of the young. 

THEOLOGIAN’'S ADDRESS. 

The Rev. George Albert Coe of the
